Brave Blizzard In 
Manoa Zone Fight 

Fisticuffs Threaten 
As 200 Protest Gas 
Station 

Nearly 200 residents and 
spokesmen for two civic associa- 
tions braved the blizzard Tuesday 
night to protest against the con- 
struction of business buildings in 
a Manoa residential zone. 

They crowded the Haverford 
Township Board of Adjustment 
hearing room in the Municipal 
Building at Oakmont for nearly 
three hours. 

In addition, they came armed 
.vitn four petitions which bore the 
signatures of more than 1,000 
esidents of the section. 

At one point in the hearing 
here was even a threat of flsti- 
ufts in the air. 

Inability of the chairman of 
hree-man board, S. Herbert 
jyons, to attend didn't help mat- 
ters. On several occasions the 
bearing went out "of control while 
jetitioners and objectors ex- 
'hanged heated accusations and 
arguments across the room. 

William Robinson, a new mem- 
ber of the board, was the only one 
there when the hearing started. 
Harold B. Bornemann, the other 
member, and Andrew Carson, 
wilding inspector, were delayed 
>y the storm. 

After all evidence was in the 
Adjustment Board said they would 
take the petition under advise- 
ment. 

Residents claimed the petition- 
ers were only interested in busi- 
ness profits while they were in- 
terested in protecting the subur- 
ban atmosphere of their com- 
munities. 

Petitioners argued back that 
Township Line Rd. was a natural 
thoroughfare for the development 
of business and it would come 
sooner or later. 

Several of those present were 
members of the congregation of 
i h e Collenbrook Presbyterian 
Church at Township Line and 
Treaty Rds.. Manoa. One of the 
buildings the petitioners would 
like to build— a garage— would 
back up against the church. 

Both the Bon Air Civic Asso- 
ciation and the North Aronomink 
Civic Association sent representa- 
tives to the hearing. 

One of the petitioners was Ar- 
thur H. Amundsen, who owns a 
noperty on the Northwest corner

Now the proposed amendment, 
originating with the commission- 
ers, would give the Board of Ad- 
justment the right to grant a 
special exception for the use of a 
motor vehicle parking lot when 
the land is immediately adjacent 
to an R-5 residence or an "M" in- 
dustrial district. 

This would make it unnecessary 
to change the zoning on Bonwit, 
Teller's Mason property but it 
would give the Township's Board 
of Adjustment the power to let 
Bonwit Teller use the land as a 
parking lot. The Board of Adjust- 
ment in granting the exception 
also could lay down provisions for 
landscape screening as a buffer 
for nearby residential properties. 

Passage of the amendment 
would give Bonwit Teller the right 
to use the Mason property for 
parking purposes, but prevent its 
future use for the construction of 
a business building.

In 1941 Lt. Hopkins went to the j 
Yale school in China for a two- j 
yo.ni teaching term. For two and 
a half years after this he was an | 
Army Air Force liason officer be- 
tween the 14th Air Force and the ! 
Chinese Army. I 

Lt. Hopkins believes that 
Chinag's central government has 
many faults, but that it is the one I 
that should be supported by us. 
However, he added that. Chiang 
should be encouraged to institute 
many of the reforms already 
started by the Communitss. He 
said that it was not yet time for 
a true Democracy in China due 
to the great percentage of illi- 
teracy. 

The illiteracy, the high prices, 
the crowded living conditions, and 
general low standard of living 
made it very difficult for American 
soldiers to understand the Chinese 
way of life. However. Lt. Hopkins 
said that there is much to be ap- 
preciated in the Chinese, they are 
hard workers, ingenious, friendly, 
and he stressed their provisions 
for and protection of American 
fliers forced down in their country. 

In discussing the Chinese Na- 
tional Army Lt. Hopkins said that 
tlie idea of such an Army is new 
to China and has resulted in many 
abuses: men and food are requisi- 
tioned, little training, or the offi- 
cers often siphoned off for their 
own use the money provided to buy 
supplies and to pay the soldiers. 
He explained that these abuses 
were due mainly to the difficulty 
of organization in a country so 
vast and decentralized. 

In conclusion Lt. Hopkins named 
Sun Yat Sen's three principles, the 
first phase of Chinese evolution is 
"nationalism.''' which is the pres- 
ent phase: the second, "liberal- 
ism." which will stress education: 
and the third, "democracy."

After an uncertain financial 
existence for years during which 
its mortgage was called and it 
went through the State's closed 
banks division, the Old Brookline 
Square Club embarked this week 
on a safe and sound career as a 
school property.

On November 15 there were still

Local Fire Marshals Issue Rules 

For Safe Holiday From Fires 

Fire Marshals of Lower Merion and Haverford Townships 
has issued warnings against holiday hazards. A list of ways and 
means to escape tragedy are: 

Place the bottom of your Christmas Tree in a pan of water 
and add water when needed. This method when used with fresh 
trees reduces its flammability. Place your tree well away from 
stoves, radiators and other sources of heat. When you smoke, 
keep away from the tree. 

The tree should be well secured against falling and should 
be so placed that standing or fallen, it cannot block a doorway 
which might be needed to escape from the room. 

Candles or open flame lighting is entirely out of place. Use 
the equally attractive electric lights made especially for decora- 
tions. It is important, however, that your Christmas lights be in 
good condition. A short circuit in worn wiring might be sufficient 
to start the tree burning. Sets bearing the label of Underwriters 
Laboratories. Inc.. have been tested for fire hazards and pro- 
nounce dsafe by experts. Renew if they are worn. 

Don't overload your electric circuits and see your fuses are 
of proper rating preferably not over 15 amperes. An overloaded 
circuit is extremely dangerous for fire may start in the walls. 

If you decorate your home use incombustible materials. 
Flame proofed materials can be purchased at many stores. 

Christmas wrappings burn like tinder and should be removed 
as soon as possible. They should be placed in a covered metal 
container with lid until disposed of. 

Be careful of heat operated toys and new electrical gadgets 
if they do not bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc. 
Be especially careful of electric trains. All wiring should be in 
good condition and all connections tight. Before going to bed see 
all current is off. 

Finally if your tree catches fire or fire happens from any 
other cause call the Fire Department immediately. Know how to . j

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Publication by the State Plan- 
ning Board of a program for the 
conservation of the State's natural 
resources emphasizes the realiza- 
tion, forced on us by the war, that 
any fucther wasteful use of soil 
and mineral resources can only be 
at our national peril. Coal, oil, 
iron, top soil and forests were 
given us by nature with a prodigal 
hand. We have spent them all with 
equal prodigality. The New World, 
once an untapped reservoir of en- 
ergy and raw materials, has con- 
tributed so much to the develop- 
ment of the mechanical age and 
the materials of modern warfare 
that today the world's largest re- 
serves of oil, coal and timber are 
no longer to be found on American 
soil. 

More than any other 45,000 
square miles on tne earth's sur- 
face, Pennsylvania has contribut- 
ed to the energies of modem civil- 
ization. The time to guard its re- 
maining resources has unmistak- 
ably arrived. Europe faced these 
problems long ago. Its forests and 
soil had supplied food and timber 
for thousands of years. In the 
Nineteenth Century the tremen- 
dous growth of its population forc- 
ed attention on conservation when 
the United States was merely be- 
ginning to explore its seemingly 
inexhaustible wealth. 

In 1873 Robert Louis Stevenson, 



the author, urged the Royal So- 
ciety of Scotland to study the in- 
fluence of forest growth on the 
flow of streams and on the tem- 
perature and moisture content of 
the air. In that year America need- 
ed no such studies. Our forests were 
prodigious, and Pennsylvania for- 
ests were leading the nation in 
their output of saw timber. Today 
the American housing and con- 
struction program is everywhere 
handicapped by a shortage of lum- 
ber and our Eastern cities must be 
supplied mainly from the far West. 

Conservation is being forced on 
the attention of every thoughtful 
American. It is a broad field, as 
the State Planning Board points 
out in its latest issue of "Pennsyl- 
vania Planning." It means saving 
from waste, not only our hard and 
soft coal with their precious by- 
products, and our soil and our 
forests, but also our cities from 
decay through noise and traffic 
jams. It means protecting our resi- 
dence neighborhoods from unnec- 
essary invasion by business and 
industry, and our industry and 
business from unnecessary handi- 
caps caused by the pollution of 
streams and rivers. 

The 1945 Session of the General 
Assembly under the leadership of 
Governor Martin passed many im- 
portant conservation measures. 
Their success in making this Com- 
monwealth the leader in the im- 
portant movement for the protec- 
tion of America's resources rests 
finally on the understanding and 
support of all our people.

A 
swarm of smaller fighters accompanied the 1 10s. 
Although outnumbered, Colonel ©abreski dauntlessly led his unit into the 
Messerschmit+s, breaking their formation. He singled out the lead plane and 
sent it.down in flames. Climbing back to the melee, he spotted another eannon- 
carrying Naji plane getting into position to attack the American bombers. 
Colonel Gabreski fired from 600 yards and it crumpled. The bombing mission 
got through safely. 

On another occasion, Colonel Gabreski destroyed three Focke-WuK 190s, 
All told he is credited with 28 enemy planes — all downed in aerial combat. He 
holds the Distinguished Service Cross, the Silver Star, the Distinguished Flying 
Cross with six oak leaf clusters, the Air Medal with four oak leaf clusters, and 
the Polish Cross of Valor.

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Blind Instructors 
To Teach Veterans 

9 Instruction Centers 
For Blind Servicemen 
To Open Soon 

Blind instructors will teach blind 
veterans In ine special instrction 
centers under a new policy adopted 
by the Occupational Therapy De- 
partment of the Veterans' Admin- 
istration, Major General Paul R. 
Hawley, Acting VA Surgeon Gen- 
eral, announced today. 

VA's problem with sightless 
veterans lies almost wholly with 
men from World War I, of whom 
there are 320 in VA Hospitals and 
185 in VA Homes. There are only 
six blinded veterans from World 
War II and 65 blinded from other 
wars and from other causes in 
military service in VA Hospitals 
and Homes. 

The low figure of World War n 
veterans is credited by VA officials 
to the maximum physical rehabil- 
itation and social adjustment 
which is being given in Army in- 
struction centers to the 1,200 sol- 
diers blinded in this war. Approxi- 
mately 680 of the 1.200 men have 
been discharged and returned to 
civilian life, and 520 are still in the 
centers, the Army reports. 

The plan of VA instruction for 
the blind, which is designed to 
make them self-reliant, includes: 
Instruction in braille, use of braille 
type-writers, use of braille watch- 
es, use of talking books, percep- 
tion of objects and sounds, recog- 
nition of people, how to get about 
without aid, personal hygiene, pen- 
cil writing, use of hand tools, use 
of hands, games for the blind, and 
other recreation. 

First instructor appointed to be- 
gin introducing this plan is George 
Hackenburg, for 17 years a field 
representative of the Pennsylvania 
State Council for The Blind and 
more recently a dictaphone opera- 
tor for VA. There will be 80 veter- 
ans at the Dayton, Ohio, VA Home 
under his guidance and instruc- 
tion. 

Other VA centers for instruction 
of the blind will be located in the 
Bronx, New York and Tuskegee, 
Alabama Hospitals and in the fol- 
lowing VA Homes: Bath, N. Y., 
Bay Pines, Fla., Kecoughtan, Va., 
Los Angeles. Calif.. Mountain 
Home, Tenn., and Wood, Wiscon- 
sin.

To Open New Office 
Vets' Administration 

Brig. Gen. Robert W. Wilson, 
whose appointment as Deputy Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans' Affairs for 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware was recently announced 
by Gen. Omar N. Bradley, the 
Administrator, has arrived in 
Philadelphia preparatory to plan- 
ning the organization of VA 
Branch Office No. 3 which will 
control the tri-state area. 

No date has been set for the 
opening of this Branch Office. Fu- 
ture plans will not affect the 
operation of the Veterans' Admin- 
istration Regional Office for the 
Philadelphia area, which is lo- 
cated in the Customs House at 
2nd & Chestnut Sts.. or of other 
Regional Offices in Pennsylvania. 
New Jersey and Delaware. 

In line with the reorganization 
and decentralization plan as an- 
nounced by Gen. Bradley, all Vet- 
erans' Administration installations 
throughout the country will be 
placed under supervision of 13 
Branch Offices. 



Warning Issued To 
Care For Firearms 

Tax Unit Official 
Says Certain Arms 
Must Be Registered 

Veterans returning from the 
wars with souvenir firearms, and 
families receiving firearms through 
the mails from veterans, are warn- 
ed that many of these weapons 
must be registered to avoid viola- 
tion of the National Firearms Act. 

The warning was issued by F. V. 
Wills, Investigator in Charge of 
the Philadelphia office of the Al 
cohol Tax Unit. 

Wills pointed out that the Fire- 
arms Act provides penalty of a 
fine up to $2000 or imprisonment 
up to five years, or both, for viola- 
tions. It is a violation of the law to 
possess, sell, exchange, transfer, 
or give any of the type of arms 
listed in the Act. 

Included in the list of arms 
which must be registered are: ma- 
chine guns, sub-machine guns, 
shotguns and rifles with barrels 
shorter than 18 inches, excepting 
.22 caliber rifles where the barrel 
length may be 16 inches, firearm 
silencers or mufflers of all kinds, 
or any .type of gun or pistol from 
which more than one shot or bul- 
let can be discharged with one pull 
of the trigger. 

The Alcohol Tax Unit is con- 
ducting a campaign to acquaint 
present holders of war trophies 
with the provisions of the Act. 
Wills urged all persons having 
firearm trophies in their possession 
to get in touch with him at the 
Alcohol Tax Unit, 601 Public Led- 
ger Building, Philadelphia 6, or 
telephone his office, Market 5114. 

The Investigator in Charge will , 
determine whether the firearm is I 
of a type covered by the provisions 
of th Firearms Act, and will assist i 
in the preparation of the registra- ] 
tion forms to be forwarded to the | 
Collector of Internal Revenue. The i 
assistance will be given at no ex- j 
pense to the veteran. i
